five French officers and sailors, the

Moorish commander surrender to the 
French consul under a threat to raze 
Casa Blanca today marked .the most 
serious breach of the troubles there. 
The French admiral ordered 150 sail- 
ors to go ashore from the cruiser Gali- 
ee to protect the French consulate. 
The Moorish troops and 
tribesmen 


looked upon the landing of the men 
as an invasion and opened fire upon 
them. 
Five officers fell at the first 


volley. 
Six sailors also had been 


wounded when the Galilee began the 
)ombardment from the harbor. When 
;he shells began breaking over 
the 


:own, 
the Moors quickly fell back and 


:he French sailors were able to take 
up the wounded and care for them. 


The French cruiser Duchayla quick- 


y joined the Galilee in the bombard- 
ment and the Spanish cruiser • Don 
Alvarode Vanzan also" joined in send- 
ng 'shells over the town. The bom- 
)ardment was confined chiefly to the 
villages surounding the town. Many 
dwellings of various kinds were shat- 
ered and it was impossible to learn 
the casualties. ' 


Large reinforcement of 
tribesmen 


'rom 
the outlying districts were rush- 


ed into the city. 


Gathering confidence, the town bat- 


ery began firing at the cruisers and 
immediately the guns from the ships 
were trained upon the fortifications. 
After two or three shells had been sent 
among the land guns 
the 
Moorish 


commander 
signified his 
desire to 


mediate. 
When communication was 


established the Moors sought the par- 
don of the French admiral for riring 
on the sailors. This request was per- 
emptorily refused and in such a way 
as to indicate that heavier toll than 
an apology was demanded and must 
3e forthcoming. 


The Moorish commander was in- 


:ormed% that the only way he could 
prevent the continuation of the bom- 
bardment would be to surrender abso- 
utely to the French consul. 


The Spanish gunboat then landed 


sailors to protect the Spanish con- 
sulate. 


Paris, Aug. 6.—The government ex- 


pects that the infantry will be landed 
at Casablanca on Wednesday after- 
noon and that the artillery and cav- 
alry will be disembarked Friday and 
Saturday. 
Germany 
has 
assured 


France of her entire approval of the 
Moroccan program. To all diplomatic 
visitors, Foreign Minister Pichon em- 
phasizes the fact that France and 
Spain will not exceed the terms of the 
Algeciras convention. 


Raisuli's Statement. 


Tangier, Morocco, Aug. 6.—In a long 


statement to the correspondent of an 
English newspaper Raisnli, the Moroc- 
can bandit who is holding Caid Sir 
Harry MacLean a prisoner, blames the 
treachery of the sultan's government 
for his capture of Sir Harry. Raisuli 
says that in the course of his negotia- 
tions with the man who is now his 
prisoner, previous to his capture, he 
explained his grievances, and Sir 
Harry promised him a safe conduct if 
he would go to Fez and lay his trou- 
bles before the sultan, who would rem- 
edy them. He accepted this offer, but 
while he was arranging for the jour- 
ney government troops, instigated by 
the sultan's had advisers, Sidi Mo- 
hammed Gabbas, the Moroccan minis- 
ter of war, and General Bag'lani, chief 
of the sultan's army, plundered and 
devastated his property at Zinat and 
captured some of his relatives. This, 
continued Raisuli, convinced him of 
the treachery of the sultan, and he 
therefore made a prisoner of the En- 
glish caid. Sir Harry, Raisuli de- 
clares, is perfectly safe in his hands. 
He did not capture him for money, but 
for justice, and thft he hopes to se- 
cure by calling the attention of the 
British government to his grievances.

Interurbans and other 
railroads 


may issue passes to individuals not 
employes of their roads, without vio- 
lation of the Ohio railroad commis- 
sion law. according to a recent deci- 
sion of the commission, made at the 
request of the editor of a newspaper. 
The commission decides that no road 
may issue any 
free 
transportation, 


but when a pass is issued with some 
adequate compensation, either in labor 
or other commodity, by the recipient, 
the state law does not cover the case 
and the commission will take no ac- 
tion. The agreement as to exchange 
must, be a bona-fide business agree- 
ment, however, and not a- subterfuge. 


The decision is of particular inter- 


est to those interurbans which 
have 


had advertising in newspapers, for 
which they nave been 
paying wan 


transportation. The commission holds 
that the roads may issue a certain 
number of miles of free rides for a 
certain number of inches of advertis- 
ing, and that it has no power to inter- 
fere with any such arrangement.

child/ was found terribly bruised in a 
thicket near the village of Linoleum- 
ville, Staten Island. She had been at- 
tacked by an unknown man. 


John Ambatro, an Italian laborer, 


was arrested in Brooklyn on a charge 
of attempted assault on two little girls. 
Daniel Lalo and Frank P. Boly were 
arraigned on similar charges. 


Deputy Police Commissioner O'Keefe 


asked the mayor and the board of esti- 
mate and appropriations for funds to 
employ an additional 500 policemen.

Lee avenue court, Williamsburg, dis- 
closed another attempt made to as- 
sault a young woman. The two assail- 
ants were nearly lynched by a mob, 
which was finally driven off by the po- 
lice. The young woman was Miss 
Sadie Hasenflug, niece of State Sen- 
ator Hasenflng. She was talking with 
her fiance when two Italians, who gave 
their names as John Montelone and 
Peter Condaso, attacked her. The 
Italians were overpowering Miss Ha- 
senflug and her fiance when the girl's 
screams brought a crowd.

If I do not succeed 
I shall stay one year later. I am tak- 
ing along everything for a three-years" 
trip." 


Commander Peary, giving some de- 


tails of his plans, said: "John "Murphy, 
my old boatswain, is to be with nte 
again; I am to have Wardwell. my old 
chief engineer; Ross G. Marvin of 
Bucksport is to be my assistant, and 
he will be the only Maine member of 
the party. I am to have a new surgeon. 
There are several applications for the 
position, but as yet no one has been 
chosen. I will settle that when I get 
to New Y6rk." 


Asked if he expected to reach the 


polie this time, Peary said: "A man 
who has had any experience in the 
north knows that to say he will do *. 
certain thing np there is madness. I 
have learned many lessons from my 
other trips, especially the last one, and 
I shall profit by all this experience. 
Whether I shall find the north pole or 
not is a question which will not be 
answered until I have either reached 
it or failed. It will not be because I 
am not prepared, or do not try, if 1 do 
not succeed in attaining the object for 
which I am going." 


Asked if he should ever try again if 


not successful this time, Commander 
Peary said: "The newspapers have 
credited me with saying that I shall 
never make the attempt again. I do 
not say whether I shall or not. Future 
circumstances and conditions only will 
govern me in that. 


"I am already three weeks late in 


starting, and it is veiy possible that 
before I finally get away from New 
York I shall be -four weeks. From 
Sydney I shall go to Cape York, which 
point I expect to reach this year in 1C 
days from Sydney. From there I shall 
carry out the program which has al- 
ready been published." 


Asked if he had ample funds tor car- 


rying out the expedition, Commander 
Peary said: "I will say one thing, and 
that is that tlie delays in the repairs 
on the boilers of the Roosevelt hare 
been and are now worrying me a greal 
deal more than the money with which 
to finance the expedition." 


Commander Peary appeared to be in 


rugged health and was full of enthu 
slasm for the trip.

REGISTRY TAX LAW 


Minnesota's 
New Enactment 
Brings 


Mortgages Out of Hiding. 


The legislature of the State of Min- 


nesota has enacted a law providing for 
the taxation of mortgages on real 
property. 


The law imposes a tax of 50 cents 


upon each flOO.OU, or major fraction 
thereof oi the principal debt or obli- 
gation secured by any mortgage on 
real property situated within the btate 
Mortgages upon which this tax has 
been paid shall be exempt from 
all 


other taxes. The tax imposed by thU 
act is payable at or bfiore the time of 
filing the mortgage for record. 


The new registry tax law is more 


than making good the promise of its 
backers. In the county in which Min- 
neapolis is situated, for instance, on 
the first day the law went intoeffcct be- 
tween $9,000 and $10,000 was received 
as a registry 
tax 
against 
$5,000 


paid duiing the whole year previous. 
The valuation was close to two mil- 
lion dollars as compared with $1CO,000 
returned for taxation during the past 
year.
